DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The reply filed on October 14, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): at page 2 of the response, Applicant indicates 
that it is understood that claims 14-18 were cancelled in the preliminary amendment, and that 
claims 1-13 and 19-20 remain in the application. Applicant's response is not fully responsive to 
the statement at page 2 of the restriction requirement mailed July 18, 2003, which indicated that 
the preliminary amendment of May 3, 2001 had been entered-in-part, that the amendment to 
page 1 of the specification was not entered because it did not comply with 37 CFR 1.121(b) in 
that no clean copy of the amended paragraph was submitted, and that the amendments to the 
claims were not entered, since the amendments referred to claims 1-23, while only claims 1-20 
were present as originally filed. In order to be fully responsive. Applicant may elect to prosecute 
a group of invention directed to the claims as originally filed, or alternatively, Applicant may 
elect to prosecute a group of invention directed to amended claims by submitting a supplemental 
amendment with the election. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be 
bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date 
of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to 
avoid abandonment.
